North Scott grew even more this year with the addi- 
tion of a special education program to meet the special 
goals of seven special students. This self-contained pro- 
gram in a trailer at the end of A-Hall was under the 
direction of Miss Jane Bergendahl. The program's goals 
consisted of basic math, reading and writing skills neces- 
sary to function after graduation. From the kitchen to 
the money charts on the wall this special place at North 
Scott was made for these very special Lancers. 
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Greetings from Germany! 

I spent my first month away from home in 
Hamburg, W. Germany. Each morning I went 
to classes at Gymnasium Mussenredder learn- 
ing German history, politics, and grammar. 

On July 28 Y.F.U. organizers came into our 
classroom and handed out train tickets and 
addresses. On July 29, we took off on our sepa- 
rate ways loaded with luggage and knowing 
nothing about the future except a family name. 
I rode from Hamburg to Passau, a beautiful 
city on the Austrian border. There I met Frau 
Engl and my six brothers and sisters. 

We lived on a big farm near Eding in the 
Bavarian forest. On September 15 I started 
school in Gymnasium Vilshofen in the tenth 
grade. 

Our fall vacation came on November 2 and I 
moved again to a small town near Hamburg, 
GroBhansdorf. 

On November 24 I moved in with the Dr. 
and Frau Eisenberger family. My father is a 
veterinarian of cows, pigs and horses. I love to 
go with him on visits. 

Every morning we get up at 6:00 and catch 
our bus from the Marketplatz in Rehren at 
6:40. I know how much everyone at North 
Scott loves that great bus ride to school. But 
here bussing is a privilege that students must 
pay for at $8.00 monthly. 

We have every other Saturday free, and I 
take all the regular classes except French. On 
Wednesday afternoons, I play in the school 
orchestra. We are 2 cellos, 17 violins, 5 flutes, 
and 1 bassoon. Guess who the music teacher's 
favorite student is? "Jeneva" this, "Jeneva" 
that . . . 

School is fun for me. Chemistry is easy be- 
cause I have had it before. On a recent test the 
whole class got in trouble for using crib notes. 
Dr. Saur, the teacher, finally calmed down 
however and performed some good explosions 
with magnesium nitrate. 

I am looking forward to telling you all of my 
wonderful year.
